WASHINGTON—Oft— Sen. Lester C. Hunt (D-Wyo) was found shot 


in the head in his senate office today. 


At Casualty hospital, to which he was taken, his condition was re- 


ported "serious if not critical." 


Dr. George W. Calver, the psy- 


sician to Congress, authorized a 
statement that Hunt was found 
wounded and removed to the hos- 
pital. An office aide found him 
when he arrived at work about 
7:15 a.m. (CST). 


The statement said Hunt suf- 


fered a wound over the right tem- 
ple from a .22 caliber rifle bullet. 


"The senator was alone in his 


office when his condition was dis- 
covered," the statement added. 


Hunt, 61, a former governor of 


Wyoming, was elected to the Sen- 
ate in November 1948 for a term 
ending next Jan. 3. He announced 
last Tuesday that he would not 
be a candidate for re-election this 
fall because of "health conditions." 
He had been undergoing treatment 


at the Naval Medical Center in 
nearby Bethesda, Md. 


In announcing his plans to retire 


from politics. Hunt said he had no 
plans other than to return to his 
home at Lander, Wyo.

rebels battled government 
forces at key points through- 
out neighboring Guatemala 
today as a long-brewing at- 
tempt to unseat the leftist- 
tinged government of Presi- 
dent Jacobo Arbenz Gutzman 
exploded in bombs and shells. 


The "liberation" troops, which 


attacked Guatemala by land, sea 
and air Friday, were reportec 
locked in bloody combat with de 
fending forces at four importanl 
cities. There also were reports of 
internal uprisings throughout the 
embattled country. 


Protest To UN 


A Guatemalan delegate to the 


United Nations announced In New 
York Friday night his government 
had protested to the Security Coun 
cil against the "criminal .Invasion 
of my country." The delegate, 
Eduardo Castillo Arriola, said the 
protest had been sent to Henry 
Cabot Lodge Jr., of the United 
States, Council president.' 


A spokesman for Col. Carlos 


Castillo Armas, exiled Guatemalan 
leader of the invaders, said fierce 
fighting was in progress nt two 
ports and two important inland rail 
center. They were: 


Puerto Barrios, Guatemala's big 


cast coast fruit shipping port. In 
New York, the National Broadcast' 
ing Co. said its Tegucigalpa cor- 
respondent reported Friday night 
Puerto Barrios had fallen to the 
rebels. 


Naval-Air Base 


San Jose, a naval-air base and 


commercial port on the Pacific 
coast. This city was used by the 
United Slates during World War II 
as a long range patrol bomber 
base. It is a sit«i of a large gaso 
line storage depot. 


Retalhuleu, a 
city near 
the 


Mexican border. It is the junction 
of a rail line from the coast at 
Camperico and another running 
s^uth from Mexico. 


Zacapa, a rail center near the 


Honduran border 75 miles north- 
east of Guatemala City, the na- 
tion's capital. 


The spokesman said all four cen- 


ters and Guatemala City had been 
bombed by planes before the in- 
vading troops hit. Capture of the 
four citi»s would cut virtually all 
the capital's rail connections. 


5,000 Invader*, 


The rebel invading force report- 


edly numbers about 5,000 men. The 
Guatemalan Army is about 6,000 
strong, but many of the officers 
are believed disgruntled by the 
leftist trend of the government. 
U. S. officials have expressed fears 
the Arbenz regime was creating a 
Communist beachhead within short 
range of the Panama Canal. 


First word of the fighting was 


announced here by rebel spokes- 
men after several days of open 
mobilization 
of Col. 
Castillo's 


troops throughout Honduras. 


In Guatemala, Foreign Minister 


Guillermo Toriello told a n«ws 
conference "the battle for Guate- 
mala" had begun. The only fight- 
ng he reported, however, was the 
bombing of San Jose. He said the 
planes were of unidentified na- 
ionality. 


Toriello accused Nicaragua of 


supporting the rebel, forces which, 
he said, included nationals of Cuba, 
the Dominican Republic and other 
Central American nationalities, as 
well as Guatemalan exiles. He de- 
clared "Guatemala, will stand as 
one man against this criminal in- 
vasion."

17, was shot in the mouth by an 
assassin who, officers said, appar- 
ently rammed a small caliber pis- 
tol between Patterson's lips and 
fired twice. 


Blames "Syndicate" 


An associate in Uie anti-vice cru- 


sading Russell County Betterment 
Assn. blamed what he called "The 
Crime Syndicate" for the former 
state senator's death and vowed 
swift revenge. So did Pattcrson'3 
former army major son, John, who 
was a member of his father's law 
firm. 


Howard Penningtou, president of 


the Betterment Assn., which has 
campaigned for years to clean up 
the once gay and gaudy Phcnix. 
City, told reporters he had heard 
Patterson say only Tuesday night 
that "they might try to get me." 


"He said 'there's nothing you can 


do to help me,'" Pcnnington re- 
called, "and the only thing he ask- 
ed was that if they did get him h* 
didn't want them to get by with it.

Don't Grow Your Food Just for Rabbits 


By HEKRT FREE 


Hints for the Week-End Garden- 


er: By now much of the vegetable 
garden is nown to seed and the 
tomato plants set out on the lee 
side of a stout stake. And by now 
perhaps Brer Rabbit has appeared 
and what to do is a yearly prob- 
lem. 


The real answer is to surround 


the garden with a l*a-inch wire 
mesh fence, three feet.high with 
six to eight inches buried in the 
ground. A bale of poultry wire his 
ISO linear feet which will surround 
a SO by 25-foot garden. 


No assurance can be 'given that

If you 
want to try your luck consider two 
tablespoons of powdered alum mix-

to a gallon of water. 


The 
frequent 
rain* of early 


spring, while beneficial In many 
ways.' did cause an 'excessive 
leaching of the fertilizer applied 
last autumn and this spring. Thus 


additional applications are in or- 
der. 


The secret of a good lawn, ac- 


cording to the old gardener, is to 
feed regularly, in June, July and 
August—and do not remove the 
grass clippings unless they are 
very long and heavy. The mulch 
so added* and the fertility return- 
ed . is responsible for more than 
half of 'the effectiveness of the 
feeding program. Use an organic 
fertilizer—if 
available—apply on 


dry grass and then rake in thor- 
oughly before watering. 


By now the flower border should 


b« well established—but maximum 
results cannot be achieved without 
maintaining Ihe fertility of the 
soil, using a fertilizer rich in 
phosphorus—and 
watering when 


conditions demand watering. A 
mulch of peatmoss, ground corn 
cobs or similar organic matter will 
keep weeds at a minimum. 


Watch out for these two pests— 


the iris borer and the rose slug. 
The borer is a large grub-like 
worm, cream to pinkish in color, 
tunneling through the fleshy root 
(rhizome) of iris, resulting in their 
eventual death, unless controlled. 
Sanitation methods should be f6l- 
lowed to get rid of the eggs laid 
on the'old'tops—which should have 
been gathered and burned last 
autumn. To control, use erther 5% 
DDT dust or a spray made of three 
level tablespoons of 50% DDT wet- 
table powder in * gallon of water. 
Dust or spray plants-and ground 
thoroughly in early spring just as 
growth starts and repeating twice 
at 10-day intervalo. ' 


Rosv slugs are small greenish 


slugs about one half inch long and 
feed on the , underside of 
the 


leaves. A DDT dust or spray, as 
prescribed for iris borer, will 
keep them under control.

Size, Shape 
Of House May 
Decide Color 


Beatrice- West, New York color 


consultant, says that colors chosen 
in remodeling should be governed 
to a great extent by the size and 
shape of the house, climate, colors 
of neighboring houses, and the 
rural or urban nature of the area. 


Here are several harmonious 


color schemes suggested by Bea- 
trice West, illustrating the rela- 
tion of color to size, shape and 
architectural style. In all examples 
the color of the roof serves as the 
key to the selection of colors used 
elsewhere on the house. 


Tall, boxy house—A roof of black 


"cuts feet" from the roof, making 
the house seem lower. Gray siding 
and charcoal shutters play down 
awkward proportions and large 
size. White on windows and trim 
adds brightness. A carnation red 
door focuses the eye on the first 
floor and completes the job of 
"lowering" the house. 


Colonial—Here is a reversal of 


the usual white colonial house with 
blue or green shutters—a roof of 
pastel blue, gray-blue siding, and 
white shutters and trim. Painting 
the entrance door a deep blue com- 
pletes a "modem color scheme 
that maintains the traditional feel- 
ing." Miss West notes. 


Expansion attic—To make the 


roof seem lower than it is. Miss 
West advises dark green. Use dark 
green siclinp. off-white garage door 
and trim, and a warm coral for the 
front door. 


Kanch—Start with a russet roof, 


especially if the house is in a rural 
setting. Try coral for the sidcwalls 
and light gray for Uie trim. Bright 
peacock blue on the front door, 
window boxes and garage door 
stands out effectively on a house 
set among trees and shrubbery.

Congress Should Reduce Tax on 


Your Dividends' . 
, 


You, as an individual investor, own a portion of the earn 


ings of your company. These earnings are now being taxed 
twice: once as corporate income and again when paid out as 
a dividend to you. This results in a greater tax on earnings 
of a corporation distributed as dividends than on other forms 
or income. 
• 
• • 


The United States senate is now considering a bill (H. R 


8300) which would reduce this double taxation. Under the 
provisions of this bill: (a) stockholders would be able to ex 
elude a certain amount of their dividends from their taxable 
income, (b) also, and more important, after computing their 
tax they would be able to subtract a worthwhile percentage 
of their dividends from their tax. 
For example, under (b), 


a stockholder with dividend income of $950, received after 
July 31, 1954, and before August 1, 1955, might reduce his 
tax—and thus increase his "take-home pay"—by $45. A 
stockholder with dividends of $4,550, received in the same 
period, might reduce his tax by $225. After July 31, 1955, 
the saving in the first example could amount to $85; the sav- 
ing in the second example could amount to $445.

Congress' approval of the proposed relief from the dou- 


ble taxation of corporate earnings would help the country as 
well as you. It would make stocks more attractive to invest- 
ors and would enable industry to raise money more easily 
for building new factories, for buying new equipment, for 
expanding production and creating new enterprises, all of 
which would increase employment and decrease the cost of 
goods to the consumer. •

Write your United States senators now and urge others 


to do the same! If you write, this proposed legislation has 
a fair chance of being approved. If you and other stock- 
holders do not make yourselves heard, congress may con- 
clude that stockholders are not interested. This is an oppor- 
tunity to let the senate know your views. Take the opportu- 
nity now. The above mentioned tax relief is being opposed 
by certain groups and your help is needed.

The Doctor Says: 


Severe Headaches Present 
Diagnosis Difficulties 
o 
By EDWIN P. JORDAN, M.D. 


Few of us escape the experi- 


ence of having a severe headache 
though .some certainly suffer much 
more than others. The only good 
thing which can be said about a 
severe headache is that one for- 
gets it almost at once; although I 
have had my share I oannot re- 
member just exactly when each 
and every headache occurred nor 
how long it lasted. 


There are several kinds of re- 


curring headaches. Some of them 
are brought on by emotional up- 
sets, others are labeled migraine, 
and in still others additional causes 
are recognized. 


It is now felt, however, that most 


headaches are 
associated 
with 


changes in the circulation of the 
blood vessels in Uie brain, though 
the cause of such changes may 
differ from one person to another.

IF THK HEADACHES are large- 


ly on one side migraine is prob- 
able, a condition the origin of which 
is still somewhat shrouded in ob- 
scurity. So far as remedies for 
migraine are concerned, there are 
drugs available which often can 
shorten or bring to halt an attack 
if they are given at the earliest 
possible moment. These drugs, 
however, arc powerful, and are not 
without danger, so they should bo 
taken only under careful super- 
vision. 
• • • ' 


SEVERE OK REPEATED head- 


aches are often difficult to diag- 
nose. The complete history of the 
attacks, the kind and location of 
pain, and the preceding symptoms, 
If any, must be stvidicd. 


Tho physician who tires to dis- 


cover the cause must know the 
circumstances under which the 
pnln first developed, whether it 
came on gradually or suddenly, 
whether it wns constant or irreg- 
ular, how long it lasted, what part 
of the head was Involved, and 
similar facts. In addition to this, 
he must know whether nervous 
tension was present before the be- 
ginning of the headache. 


A complete physical examina- 


tion is desirable. The sinuses need 
to be eliminated as a cause and 
the eyes also. Special tests may 
have to be made in order to find 
out v"hether the headaches come 
from local relaxation of the blood 
vessels. 
• • • 


THE TREATMENT of any type 


severe headache involves two steps. 
The first is to try to relieve the 
immediate difficulty as rapidly as 
possible. Some kinds of headaches, 
especially the so-called "bilious" 
type, can often be relieved by 
simple paln-kllllng drugs, like as- 
pirin. The more severe varieties 
may go on In spite of drug treat- 
ment. 


The second step is to try to 


identify the cause or at least the 
physical or emotional factors which 
tend to bring on the headaches. 
If this can be done the frequency 
of the headaches often can be 
greatly lessened.

To us, a visit to New Salem is a thrilling experience. 


Oftentimes, historical sites and restorations are .located 
in modern, commercialized areas where color-splashed 
billboards and flashing neon signs may clash with the 
timeless dignity of the historical site. 


It was fortunate for us that New Salem was by- 


passed by progress. A few years after Lincoln left the 
village, it became a ghost town. It had reached its 
peak of growth in the 1830s when Lincoln was a resident, 
but by 1817 a traveler wrote, "Salem, indeed, is desolate. 
Once it was a busy, thriving place." 


"But the glories of Salem have departed." 
Some time after 1866 the last log hut disappeared, and 


for more than 60 years the site was abandoned. 


If the village had prospered, New Salem to- 


day might be only a nondescript town. 
But It 


vanished to tm recreated as an historic shrine,, 
showing not only Lincoln's background but a com- 
plete pioneer village.

to the Rutlcdge tavern. One is almost tempted to look 
over his shoulder to see whether the racing stagecoach 
from Springfield is in sight. 


The village gives the impression that it might have 


existed in a vacuum for the past 125 years. The shelves 
in the stores are stocked; each cabin contains furniture 
of the type used by the pioneers; herbs grown by doctors 
in the last century still grow In a garden near the physi- 
cians' homes; the tools for making barrels are scattered 
about the cooper's shop. Evidence of the sturdy pioneers 
is everywhere in the village. 


Early Lincoln biographers paid little heed to Lin- 


coln's New Salem period. They preferred to concentrate 
on the later portions of his life when he was a power in 
stale, nation and the world. 
^ However, about M year* ago many persona became « 


interested not only in what Lincoln was, but in what 
made him what he was. Studies of Lincoln as a young 
man (he was 22 when he arrived in New Salem, and spent 
six years there) aroused interest in the vanished village 
which had played an important role in Lincoln's devel- 
opment.

William Randolph Hearst bought the village site in 


1906, and presented it to the Old Salem Chautauqua Asso 
elation, which eventually deeded it to the State of Illinois. 


Old Salom Lincoln League played a great part 


In the restoration of the village. Restoration wa» 
begun in 1932. and include*! reproducing IS cabins 
plus the Rutledge tavern, and ten shop*, store*, 
industries and A church and school cabin. The 
work continue* with the addition of more build- 
ings and furniture in an effort to make the restor- 
ation even more accurate and detailed. 
The most painstaking work and detailed research 


have been lavished on New Salem to make it a gem. 
It 


is worthy of a name which has been applied to it, the 
"Mount Vernon of the West."

Milk 
Calcium 


Calcium is the 


In 
most overlooked 


nutrient in the milk story. Three- 
quarters of the calcium in the 
American diet is provided from 
milk. In fact, we have no other 
food source of calcium that can 
even approximately 
take milk's 


place. Calcium has several ex 
tremely important functions in the 
body. It includes a crucial role in 
regulating heart action, in the 
contractibility of muscular tissue, 
and in forestalling irritabilitiy of 
the nervous system. The largest 
but not necessarily the most im- 
portant calcium need is that re- 
quired for bone and teeth. This is 
especially obvious in the case of 
infants who come into the world 
extremely calcium deficient. In 
fact, their skeleton is composed of 
cartilage instead of calcified bone. 
The child must lay away an enor- 
mous amount of calcium in hard- 
ening its bone structure before it 
can stand-or even sit up. 


But we know that adults require 


much more calcium than former- 
ly was realized. The reasons have 
just been cited, plus the fact that 
all through life the bone structure 
of the body is in a constant pro- 
cess of replacement and renewal. 
One authority has stated that all 
the calcium in the human body is 
replaced every few years. This 
authority goes on to say: "If there 
is insufficient intake the body tries 
to mflke adjustment, but is never 
completely successful. The body 
goes on excreting calcium taking 
it from the bones and teeth. If 
calcium deficiency continues for 
long periods, the attempted adjust- 
ment evidences itself in serious 
ill-health of .various sorts." 


Calcium deficiency may explain 


a great deal of "poor to m'iddlin' 
health", and might be related to 
some of the lack of vitality dis- 
played by many adults. Especial- 
ly those who rarely touch a glass 
of milk. 
• » • 


Many consumers think milk is 


a fattening food. This idea is ri- 
diculous if for no other reason than 
that no food is fattening unless 
eaten to excess. Instead of being 
avoided by those who wish to lose 
weight, milk is an ideal food 
around which to build weight-re- 
ducing diets. The reason for this 
is that milk has "food value" or 
"armored" calorics, 
instead of 


being made up of straight energy 
calories. A food value makes a 
nutritional contribution in addition 
to fuel value. Pure fat, sugar, or 
any other straight carbohydrate 
food m.ikes no nutritional contri- 


bution to the diet except fuel val- 
ue. A food value calorie furnishes 
protein, vitamins, and minerals, 
along with fuel value. ' 


A perfect "food value" calorie 


does not exist. But no other food 
comes as close as does milk — 
and it is this fact that makes milk 
ideal for use in weight reduction. 


Washing Embossed Cottons 


Are several of the cottons in 


your family's wardrobe made up 
of the embossed cottons? 
Then 


take care of them! Don't use bleach 
on them since it often yellows them 
and also weakens the fabric. 


The material used in embossing 


has stiffened the fabric so it will 
need no starching. Just hang up 
after washing, pull into shape and 
let drip dry. Don't wring too much. 
Wringing j u s t adds wrinkles. 
Avoid pressing, if possible. How- 
ever, if ironing is needed, do it 
when the fabric is dry instead of 
damp. 


Use a bit cooler iron than is gen- 


erally used and iron on the wrong 
side. It's a good "idea to pad the 
ironing board with a terry cloth 
towel. This makes the pattern 
show up nicely.

seen but very real demands of the 
vast audience . . . forced partici- 
pants to answer every innuendo 
and counterattack with the intro- 
duction of many irrelevant but 
newsy side issues . . ." 


Bennett said he feels the tele 


vising of hearings takes away their 
fact-finding value and that "pro- 
tracted hearings would place a 
premium of demagoguery and re 
ward brashness."

Against Kraft 
Over Milk Pay 


GALENA—(Special)—Judge Rob- 


ert L. Hracken, Dlxon. Friday dis- 
missed a suit in which Pure Milk 
Association of Chicago has sought 
to compel Kraft Foods company to 
check off P.M.A, dues from the 
proceeds for milk purchased from 
P.M.A. members at the company's 
Stockton cheese plant. 


The n.ssodation filed the suit in 


August, 1903, asking an Injunction 
lo compel Kraft to check off and 
pay to the association dues of 
three cents per 100 pounds of milk 
sold to Kraft. It claimed ?50,000 
damages. 


P.M.A. demanded 
that 
Kraft 


pay it the entire proceeds for 
milk sold to Kraft by P.M.A. mem- 
bers. It claimed Kraft violated the 
law by asking dairy farmers whe- 
ther they wanted to pay P.M.A. 
dues themselves, and continue to 
receive their milk checks from 
Kraft, or if they wanted Kraft lo 
send the checks to P.M.A. 


Judge Bracken ruled that Kraft 


was not n party to a. P.M.A. agree- 
ment, and is under no legal obli- 
gation to act as collection agent 
for P.M.A. dues. He said Kraft is 
not required to pay anyone but its 
patrons from whom it purchased 
milk, and Kraft violated no law 
by asking farmers how they want- 
ed their milk checks paid.

W. Germany 'Like Home9 


To an American Soldier 


By HAL BOVLR 


PARIS •'.?»"— What is the differ- 


ence between France and West 
Germany today. 


Nine years after the end of the 


last war the average American sol- 
dier abroad prefers to be station- 
ed in Germany, the old enemy, 
rather than in France, the old 
ally. 


This preference annoys some 


French, affords the Germans a 
hearty Teutonic chuckle. 


The average American tourist, 


like the U. S. soldier, also quite 
often Is more Impressed* by West 
Germany than any other country 
in Europe. 


Why? 


Afore Like Home 


Both 
soldier and 
tourist, if 


pressed for a one-sentence an- 
swer, probably would reply—"It's 
more like home." 


The phrase "more like home" 


covers more than the superiority 
of German over French plumbing. 
Some Frenchmen feel Americans 
would prefer Hades over Heaven 
if the devil would just put in more 
bathrooms. But the impression 
West Germany makes on a U. S. 
visitor can't be dismissed or ex- 
plained merely as a psychopathic 
admiration of better plumbing. 


There is a great difference in 


spirit between the two lands. The 
visiting American today finds few 
scars of war left on the face of 
France, but detects many scars in 
the Frenchman's heait. 


Germany Scarred 


The war scars still stand on 


every hand In Germany—although 
rebuilding is going on everywhere 
—but the German keeps whatever 
post-war bitterness he has pretty 
much to himself. 


The French give an impression 


of being tired and resentful and 
envious, like an old beauty who 
can't quite forgive time for taking 
away the empire of her charms. 
Tho Germans tire like a club 
fighter who. knocked kicking, gets 
Up off the floor and asks. "Where 
do wo go from here?" They want 
.o hit the comeback trail as a 
people. 


The visitor gels a feeling the 
ermans know where they arc go- 


Ing, the French wistfully and fear- 
fully arc trying to hold on to some- 
thing tlioy arc losing.

There may be 
something in that and, If there Is 
it lies in a mutual dynamic ex 
pansive spirit that can lead us to 
better times." 


That, I suppose, sums up the 


real reason visiting Americans 
feel more at home in Germany 
They feel the pulsing dynamic 
growth about them; in France 
they sense an uneasy static condi 
lion of the mind and heart.
